Tba strength of the Coamunlste, and espeoially the Soviet Communists, la 
their propaganda. At the same tine, thla ia the greatest weakness of the non- 
Communist world. Two major f so tors, rondoring tho poaition of the Western 
World weak ia thio roapoot, are ito abatraot approaeh to world problems and ita 
rofuaal to adapt thla approaoh to changing conditions everywhere in tho world. 



Thia laok of reallaa oa tho part of the Weetem power* is shown by 
their roluotanoe up until tho present to oonslder tho rearaaaoat of Western 
Oeraaay. Thla roluotanoe was tho outgrowth of dletruot of Ooraany, not because 
of ito poaitiop r.-tto-d-aiy, but because of ita past role as world trouble-maker. 
However, tho Oernany of yesterday no longer exists, nor do the slew into within 
Garmaaynmho mist boar tho responsibility for German aggression la the past, 
oaaely the Oexwan loaded aristooraoy or Prussian Junkers, sad the industrial 
o artels. Saoondly, the egrioultural and industrial baoklng for another war 
is l eeVl w g in Western Germany. It suet be remembered that net only has Western 
Germany traditionally looked suffloleat agricultural produots, but at tho 
present time, its position Is oven more untenable, owing to the influx of 
sdlllons of refugee peoples. From an industrial standpoint. Western Germany 
is in oil. Goman oil wolla could supply a potential OamSay army 

with laee than lOjf of the amount of oil neoeasary to oonduot a suooesaful war. 



Additionally, and probably tho most important point to bo considered, 
la the feet that tho Western Germany- are afraid of Communism. In order not 
to bonrmo the next victim of 8©viet' aggression, the Gomans would prefer an 
f 1 V if.ii. with tho West. It is true that as recently as 1959 the Germans 
eoneluded an allien ee with the U8SB, end it is not improbable that they 
would do so again if conditions had remained unchanged. Thera lo no question 
of static conditions, however, end Adenauer and th* Western German politicians 
are no fools. 'They have only to look around thsai to see that an alllaneo 
with the USSi&today, with tho terrific disparity of strength existing botwwon 
the tee. countries, would result in Germany's becoming no more than a satellite 
like the Eastern European nations. 



Tat in tho^Use of some 100,000 amad polio# in Eastern Oernany, a 
veritable Soviet Watanmeht, opposition to tho reemaaont of Western Germany 
has bean based to a great extant on such obsolete consideration* as those 
outlined above. It would soon that only recently has an attempt bean mad# 
to the laok of realism of this view in the light of Gemehy's present 

material resources and psychological presupposition*. 
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gqnally unrealistic is the Western Powers attitude toward past treaties 
with tbs US8B, at Yalta, Potsdam, eto., that is, thoir intense preoccupation 
with oomdttaonte made to the Soviet*. For tho Soviets have not only consistently 
violated these treaties, but in *n article entitled "The Secret Mission", 
published ip Pravds and Xevestis (August I960), the U888 Government Proclaimed 
that the Western allies had worked secretly with the Germans, betraying to the 
Basis all Soviet seeret information - thus have the Soviets renounced in effect 
say fomsr q^ianoe with tbs West at all. 



As opposed to these unrealistic views, I would suggest th# following 
points eouoeming the soviet Union to bo stressed by the Western Powers In 
their propaganda < 
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(a) World War II was possible only la oonsequonoe of the Stalin- Hi It Sr 
pact. 

(b) Tho U83R not only supported the Ifasls during the war with oil and 
grain* but also gare then military support in the form of sub- 
marine bases* partitioning of Poland* and delayihg teotios in 
regard to the war in Japan* eto. 



Another error consistently made by the Western nationals their confusion 
•f C om mun i sm with nationalism* and their assessment that eaoh is bad* Thus* 
while the Soriets employ nationalism very efficaciously for their own purposes* 
the Whet oowers before It in fear. We should not forget that nationalism does 
mot necessarily hare distasteful aspects* sound nationalism has nothing in 
oominnn with raoial persecutions and discrimination. Actually nationalism is 
a strong weapon in the struggle against Communism* but too often* when a revolt 
breaks out in a former colony* tho European nations give it Ike labfeft of 
Coanunism whoa it is no more than an expression of nationalism* to which same 
Onuinl it elements may or may not adhere* That is shy a resurgence of national- 
ism in western Germany should not be regarded asffanco* Co-mingled with this 
nationalism is a feeling of superiority to the Russians which is completely 
justified and upon whioh the West oould oapitallse inasmneh as many of tho 
scienti f ic claims made today by tho Russians were the results of Goman research* 
£ake* for example, the fsmoue Orientalists in Russia* all of Uh am wore German* 
Pallae/^elung^Rehi^dt/^Boethllngt^I)ern*^raehn*^Palar*- 1> ma<tlaffr R a l ema nn* 
ildfXoidenburgT^Roeenberg* ate* What I am advocating ia a directed 
itlonsdism which will employ native oustcms* science* etc* to stimulate pride 
maomg native peoples* and at tho ssme time stresa the faet that only in a free* 
democratic society can sneh forms of self expression exist* In connection 
with this* the West oould employ a device used with great auooess by the 
Soviets* that is* the publishing of texts in native languages in which there 
ie still too little literature* These texts* whether dealing with history* 
geography* tho arts or other subjects, should foment a healthy nationalism 
and should serve as vessels for the transmission of western democratic Ideals 
in the same manner in which the Soviet Union employs texts for tho p reaching 
of their pseudo- scientific Marxist theories, pan-Slavism, or whatever. 



Wet only does the Western world have an unhealthy fear of nationalism . 
me each* bat It has an equally unhealthy fear regarding Soviet strength and 
iaqpregnability* This fear has the following disastrous of. fee to i a) it 
disarms the free world psychologically* so that they regard defeat at the 
h-wde of the Soviets inevitable if war breaks out* b) it enoourages the 
Soviets and convinces them that a war would bring them victory. Therefore* 
the West must take action to oombat these fears by building up strength 
superior to that of tho USSR* This can be done in one way by building up 
the armsd forces of Western Europe under the Atlantio Pact. The Atlantic 
Paot nations should have not less than 25 ready oombat divisions In tho near 
future and be able to mobilise not loss than 50 divisions within a few Weeks 
after the outbreak of war* Aside from these divisions* there should be a 
well -equipped US army to rush into oombat without loss of time*
